The State Troansury Exnminatlon.

Hairzgissuvna, Feb. 17.—The Senate Finance
Committee continned the investigation this
afternoon into the management of the State
funds, Mr. Billingtelt in the ehair. All the
members of the committee took part in ques-
tioning the witnesses, Mr. presented a
monthly statement of the B deposiis with
different banks and bankers an May 3, 1800,
fo Jan 31, 1870,

These statements ehow that the amounts fluc-
tuated from month to momnth. The accounta

He was told that he
could get the money at any time. He had never
satisfied himself that depositd had been made in
banks om which the checks weré drawn, but
they bad always beon paid when called for,
The . wnderstanding was that  the checks
would mnot beé presented dofil he weeded
them.

He sald he woulg have to sell some
securities If T checked ont all of it; but I did do
#0. One of the friends of the party and of mine
requetted me not to do so,

Mr. kau( sald that nmo other deposit had
been made with the understanding that some-
body elee was to borrow it out.

Q. By Mr. Billingfelt. Do I understand you
to say that deposits were made at the request of
certain individuals, and you presnmed that they
got tke beneflt of it 7 A, No, not that; but [ sup
poee they got the benefit of it.

Mr. Mackey gald in explanation of the sudden
decrense of the vault aceount, that he simply had
depsesited checks in bank. i'luarly evary dollar
was of corporations. Bixty days was sometimes
the longest time of having such chees. Inre-
ference to the warrants none had ever beon re-
fused payment, except school warrants from
delinquent coupties. This was not the law,
but a practice for years. 1 thought it was the
law until about o mounth ago. The Marine Hos-

ital warrants, at Erle, were three-fourths paid
efore due,

Q. By Mr. Billingfelt. Were there any war-
rauts drawn for charitable institutions whose
payments were deferred for want of funds in the
State Treasury ? A. No, air; 1 think I koow
what you mean, viz.:—A newspaper
charge, that I refused to pay Curwen, of the
Insane Hospital, £25000; I was not In the
Treasury at the time, but Dr. Curwen sald that
"“f part of it would be satlsfactory, and that he
only wanted 15000 at that time: that is my
cashier’s story,
